From this same memorandum book 


it appears that 
the officer collected

considerable expenses of time and la- 
bor, ascertain certain facts regarding 
the assessment roll, to-wit:

Amount of roll as made by the As- 


sessor, $5,853,889. Which sum was re- 
duced by the Board of Equalization In 
the sum of $314,609, leaving a bal- 
ance of $5,639,280, on which tax should 
be collected. 


But It is evident from an examlna- 


itton of the tax list that the matter 
jof assessing was performed In a per- 
functory manner, and not in accord 
with letter or spirit of the statute. 


Section 1084 of our compiled laws 


commands .the Assessor to "ascertain, 
by diligent Inquiry and examination, 
all property in his county, real and 
personal subject to taxation, and also 
the names of all persons, corporations, 
associations, companies, or firms, own- 
ing the same; and he shall then deter- 
mine the true cash value of all such 
property, and he shall then list and 
assess the same to the person, firm, 
corporation, association, or company 
owning it. 
For the purpose of enabl- 


ing the Assessor to make such assess- 
ment he shall demand from each per- 
son and nrm,

Here the Court says: 


"The Assessors must receive sworn 


statements, but are not bound by them. 
Sworn statements should toe received 
by the Assessor without dictation as to 
what value should be inserted.'" 


In the last named case the Supreme 


Court says: 


"The sworn statement of the parties 


is simply required for the protection 
of the State, andTtot for the protection 
of the taxpayers. 
It is to prevent 


property being concealed and thereby 
escaping taxation. 
It Is not for the 


purpose of enabling parties to fix a 
value on their own property." 


Nearly all our taxpayers will recall 


the custom followed by the Assessor 
as substantially this: 


He hands each property holder a 


blank statement with the request— 
"Please fill this out as soon as con- 
venient and hand it bade." 


Sooner.or later the statement 
Is 


"handed back," as requested. 


Some of the statements contain 


more or less full list of property 
ed with the value as 
the property 


holder's conscience will permit affixed. 
In some cases only a part of the prop- 
erty is listed. In most cases the affl« 
davit is dated and' signed as 'being 
sworn to. 
The statement may con- 


tain "all the real estate and personal 
propery" of the Owner or any part 
thereof. In some cases the statement 
is returned with the suggestion to "as. 
seas me same as last year." 


So much for the law and Supreme 


Court decisions concerning the 'duties 
of Assessors, and now compare the 
requirements of the law with the per- 
formance of the sworn officer as Is 
made to appear by the tax list of 1901. 


It will be remembered that the^Iaw 


says the Assessor "Shall escertain by 
diligent inquiry and examination all 
the property" subject to taxation. 


Did he do this last year? 
It will also be remembered that each 


blank statement contains a memor- 
andum list of nearly all kinds of prop- 
erty. This list presumably Is Intend- 
ed to assist the property owners and 
Assessor In making out the statement. 


For 
instance, the 
list -mentions 


"household furniture, pianos, gold and 
silverware, libraries, goods, wares and 
merchandise, money, 
solvent debts 


capital loaned, watches or Jewelry, 
horses, mules, cattle, sheep, hogs, Wees, 
lumber, bicycles," etc. 


It is now in order to inquire how 


near the Assessor came by "diligent 
inquiry" to finding all the assessable 
property in this county. 


For instance, was it by "diligent In- 


quiry" that he found only 48 persons 
who had "money," and 1, It to be pre-

In closing this part of our report 


it may not be inappropriate to Include 
a part of Judge Hawley's decision af- 
ter hearing the contest in his Court 
at Carson City last year in the case of 
the Southern Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany against the action of the State 
Board of Assessors, during which trial 
the manner of assessing was, fully 
considered. "We may also note that th» 
shortcomings of 
our several County 


Assessors must have been' exceedingly 
glaring to cause the language of the 
Judge. 
Here it is: 


"S. P. R. R. Co. vs. State Board 


of Assessors: 


'If I were to venture a suggestion 


on this subject it would be to 
the 


effect that uniformity in the assess- 
ment of propei ty can only be secured 
by the' election of intelligent, impartial 
and honest men to office, who will 
strictly adhere to the provisions^ of 
the constitution of this State and as- 
sess all property of every kind at its 
true cost value.

As stated abuve for these vailous 


arrests and prosecutions Washoe coun- 
ty paid the Justice of the Peace the 
sum of $3132.80. amount paid by same 
for sum of $229.40 and,' to the Con- 
stable, paid both officers, 1901, $7,783,- 
SO. 


This, however, does not include the 


fees collected by these officers from 
criminals who paid their fines Includ- 
ing the cost. Of this latter class there 
were for the year named seventy-four 
cases which yielded to the Justice the 
sum of $229.40, and to the Constable, 
$S43.10. 


Several efforts were made to ascer- 


tain the receipts of these officers of 
fees collected in civil cuss, but with- 
out satisfactory results. 


The records in both these offices are 


not kept as required by law and quite 
unsatisfacto-y, when an effort is made 
to ascertain the true conditions of the 
Court's transactions. 
However, en- 


ough is gleined from the docket and 
fee book of the Justice to show that 
in numbers of cases of convictions in 
the criminal cases nil ,the fees were 
paid by convicted defendant, and then 
also charged to and collected from the 
county. "' 
• So far as this 'last assertion goes i 
applies to the Justice in two cases. In 
its application to 
the 
Constable i

of the Peace and Constable, as con- 
stituting the Police Court of Reno To.

>rosecutions of petty offenses cannot 
.e justified. 
From the records it appears that 
164 arrests were made in 1901, and 
prosecuted at great expense to the 
ounty. 
But the fac-t that of this total num- 


ber 704 \\ere let go on their own ball, 
fter pleading guilty or being convict- 
ed, suggests that the contention of the 
hen District Attorney, B. F. Curler, 
several years ago in the case of J.

Washoe county to the Justice for the 
year 1901 for prosecuting these sev- 
eral cases was $3132.80. 
And there 


too, as noted in the report of 
the 


Sheriff's office, sex if not age is dis- 
regarded, for the records show that 
"Carson Peggy," a squaw, was brought 
to the altar of Justice nine times in 
1901, and was made to serve as many 
terras in the county jail, while many 
others of the same sex and nationality 
were made to suffer in like manner 
from two to seven times. 


An examination of the records sug- 


gests that many of the prosecutions, 
for petty offenses, are needlessly pro- 
longed and made to yield the most re- 
venue. 


For instance, in nearly all cases 


from two to four commitments 
are 


charged for by the Constable for ser- 
vice and mileage so that on this score 
alone fees charged by the Constable 
amount to from ninety cents to 
as 


much as four dollars in each case. 
Very many of these charges for ser- 
vice of commitments are no doubt il- 
legal and for this conclusion it is 
found that from one to four times

The non-payment was occasioned by 


the question as to whether theso fees 
belonged to the Clerk or the County 
Treasury, ffut in justice to the pres- 
ent incumbent it must be said thut 
he was never satisfied that he was 
entitled to the same even though the 
present District Attorney, and his two 
predecessors, had "advised the Clerks 
to keep them.

until the close of the Presidential campaign in 1904. 
The two organizations are united against a common 
enemy—they are in fact two divisions of the same 
army combatting for principles upon which all agree, 
.and"it is questionable whether better results could be 
obtained In such change in the mode of warfare as 


is, recommended by our contemporary . 


One thing is certain. 
The fusion cannot be dis- 


solved by any act of individual members of either or 
both organization, nor even by a unanimous vote of 
the two State Committees. 
It can only be done by 


conventions, regularly called, and it will be the boun- 
den duty of the committees to call, at the proper time, 
such conventions and let them decide, if the ques- 
tion should come up in both or either of those bod- 
ies. 


In the meantime it should not be forgotten that 


nothing should be said or done which would have a 
tendency to provoke discord or bickering among the 
Fusion members of the next legislature. They were 
ail elected by the combined votes of the Democratic 
and Silver parties, and there should be no distinction 
made between the members of the two organizations. 
Upon the action of the coming legislature will depend 
in a great measure the political result in the Slate 
two \ears hence, and none but harmonious action 
can effect wholesome legislation or favorable poli- 
tical results.

RESIDENT ROOSEVELT in a recent speech 
originates an aphorism 
in 
the observation 


lhat "every man should pull his weight. 


\Yith respect to pulling, mankind is divided in 


three classes; those who pull their weight, and more, 
those who pull barely their weight, and those who 
pull less. 
There are few heavy-draft fellows; veri- 


table wheel-horses, who pull more than their fair 
share 
These are society's best and truest heroes. 


Outside of these the load is pretty fairly distributed. 
Upon 'be men who pull more than their weight, 
societ\ depends for its advancement. 
If these were 


to abandon the load to those who pull only their 
own weight, and those who pull less, rciregression 
would inevitably ensue. 
It follows that a man who 


pulls simply his own weight is onl\ a grade'better 
than the man who pulls nothing. 
His only virtue 


is a negative one; his sole superiority lies in the fact 
that he does not literally retard progress. 
As a mat- 


ter of fact, he is equally blame worthy with him who 
is pulled along, for he moves with the advancement 
made possible by the pullers; takes advantage of con- 
ditions created by them and his way is made easy by 
their efforts ; in return for which he gives nothing 
and lends no assistance. 
His is the crime of medioc- 


rity, added to the greater crime of .selfishness.' 


The man who pulls nothing 
is so much dead 


weight. 
He impedes progress; adds to the burden 


of his fello\v man. 
He is a parasite and worse than 


one. 
He is a pauper and one t>f the criminally idle. 


But he upon whom the greatest censure should fall 
is the selfish man who pulls his own weight and who 
can pull more, but will not. 
He constitutes a large 


proportion of society and a.condition of stagnation 
may be laid directly at his door. 


When the weight is evenly distributed and every 


man pulls his fair share, all men will be heroes; me- 
diocrity will be eliminated from the dictionary and 
the pauper, the idle and the criminal will be trans- 
formed into workers.
